Chief of Police Has Warned Vio­ 
lators And Arrests 
Will Follow. 


According to the Chief of Police, M. 
V. F’ugitt, only a few property own­ 
ers 
in town have 
cleared the 
snow 
from their gutters and unless this is 
done 
within the 
next twenty 
four 
hours 
action will 
be taken 
against 
such violators 
of the borough 
ordi­ 
nance requiring snow 
to be removed 
not only from the sidewalks hut from 
tho gutters as well. 


Several 
violators of the ordinance 
regarding the cleaning of sidewalks 
and gutters have been notified by the 
Chief of Police and unless these are 
cleared within 
the next twenty 
four 
hours 
action will 
be taken 
against 
them. 
According 
to 
Mr. 
F'ugitt, 
there are many pavements in Gettys­ 
burg from which the recent snow fall 
has not been cleaned. 
This i3 espec­ 
ially true in front of unoccupied pro­ 
perties and open lots. 
The Chief of Police has called 
at­ 
tention to Section 3 of the borough or­ 
dinance relative to cleaning snow, ice 
and sleet from pavements and gutters 
which reads as follows: 
“Occupants of properties and own­ 
ers of unoccupied 
properties or 
va­ 
cant lots failing to remove snow, ice 
or sleet from pavements and gutters 
within twelve hours, are subject to a 
fine of three dollars and costs of pros­ 
ecution.” 


Pennsylvania’s annual election book, 
compiled 
by George Thorn, 
former 
resident cf Gettysburg, is out for 1922. 
This pamphlet is issued every year by 
the chief of the elections bureau as a 
sailing chart for State jK>litics. 
It is 
commonly known as “George Thom’s 
Book.” 
The booklet this year contains 39 
articles, including the new apportion­ 
ment acts. 
According to Chief Thorn, 
the spring 
primary date is 
May 16, 
and the first day for securing signa­ 
tures to petitions is F’ebruary 25. Pe­ 
titions must be filed by April G. 
In 
cases where 
petitions must be 
filed 
with county 
commissioners, which 
would include any local or special elec­ 
tion, the date for securing signatures 
is March 9, such petitions being filable 
April 18. 


The elections this year will be of un­ 
usual interest, as in addition to gover­ 
nor, lieutenant governor, and secretary 
of internal affairs, there will be nomi­ 
nated three senatorial candidates, two 
nominations being required to fill bal­ 
ances of terms, while a senator is to 
be elected for a full six-year term. 
All congressmen, half the senators 
and all of the representatives are to be 
chosen. There will be no congressmen 
at large unless Congress passes a new 
apportionment bill and increases the 
Pennsylvania representation. Septem­ 
ber 8 is the date for closing indepen­ 
dent nomination papers, and no candi­ 
dates named at the primary may with­ 
draw after September 18, 
October 3 
is the last date to fill vacancies caused 
by withdrawals of nominees. The last 
days 'to be assessed are September 5 
and 6, while the last day to be regis­ 
tered in third class cities is April 26. 
The registration days for the Novem­ 
ber election are the same iii all cities: 
September 7 and 19, and October 7. 
The registration days for boroughs 
and townships are March 14 and 16. 
No candidate for the primary may 
withdraw atter April 7, which is the 
day following the close of petition fil­ 
ing at the department 
of the secre­ 
tary of the commonwealth. 
Expense 
accounts must be filed by May 31 by 
primary election candidates and June 
15 by treasurers of committees. 
The 
last day for general election expense 
acoounts is December 7.

SUBPOENA BUSINESS MEN 


Hearing of Taxi Licenses Will Im* Held 
Wednesday. 


A dozen business men of Gettys-| 
burg have been subpoenaed to appear J 
at the hearing Wednesday morning in 
the court house at 9:36 o’clock when 
a representative of the Public Service 
Commission will be here in regard to 
putting into effect the new law' requir. j 
ing taxi drivers to secure a certifi­ 
cate of convenience from the state. 
The business men will testify to the 
need of Gettysburg for taxicabs.

is believed an arrangement can be 
made whereby enough cars will be Ii- j 
censed to take care of the crowds that J 
come here during the summer. 


After many months of squabbling 
and a legal action, the dispute be­ 
tween the English and German fac­ 
tions of St. John's German Lutheran 
Church, in York, has been decided in 
favor of the former. 
Judge Ross on 
Monday signed a decree authorizing 
the church charter to be amended by 
striking out Article 8, which reads as 
follows “the worship, and all relig­ 
ious services in the church, shall for­ 
ever be conducted in the German lan­ 
guage as long as two members of the 
congregation remain, who desire it.”

The Legion’s object is to a ttain

the nationwide referendum on the sub­ 
ject which bag been called by the 
United States Chamber b t Commerce 
at W ashington. T his body went on 
record against compensation a t 
its 
last annual 
meeting and 
has since 
waged a bitter fight on the 
Legion’s 
bill, but there have beep indications 
th at its 
attitude has not 
reflected, 
faithfully the stand of its indivjduhl 
m em bers. 
Chambers in sttch import­ 
ant cities as Cleveland, Ohio; Seattle, 
W ashington; Portland, Oregon; 
and 
some tw enty others have openly re­ 
pudiated the position of the national 
organization and have adopted resolu­ 
tions supporting compensation. 
That the Legion’s attitude has bean 
befogged by opponents of the meas­ 
ure is charged in a letter from Mac­ 
Nider to the president of the Federal 
chamber, copies of which have 
been 
distributed to every post. 
MacNider 
claims that a m istaken idea of the 
bill has been spread by the persistent 
attack on the 
“cash bonus” clause, 
which is only one of five provisions 
for readjusted compensation. 
Cash, vocational training, 
paid-up 
20-year endowment 
insurance, farm 
or home aid, and land settlem ent are 
the five optional form s, and MacNider 
contends that the cash payment will 
not be seized upon by an unreasonable 
percentage of ex-service men because 
it offers the least actual value of all. 
“Our point is th at no referendum 
can be fair unless those who consider 
the question know w hat the immediate 
issue is,” the letter reads. 
“We urge

But, its Frank Freest, .superintend­ 
ent of Scotland Yard, pointed out. it 
was hardly likely that a hank «►til**iaI 
and $850,000 would vanish at one si nil 
the same time without some connec­ 
tion between tin* two events. 
“As luck would have it." continued 
Froest, one of the ablest detectives In 
England. “Goudie lins chosen the sim- 
plest manner in which to make hts es­ 
cape— the easiest from his point of 
view and the most difficult from the 
standpoint of the police. 
It Is com­ 
paratively simple to find a man who 
lays his plans in advance. 
Y o u can 
usually trace his baggage or his rail­ 
way tickets. 
But Goudie just walked 
out to I until Mud lost himself some­ 
where. 
He left only one clue heft Intl 
him—his hat.

Therefore, working on th* assump­ 
tion that a 
hatless man would 
he 
quite conspicuous, and 
tlint 
Goudie, 
knowing this, would immediately pur­ 
chase another hat, Freest made the 
r o u n d s of the shops near the Liver­ 
pool bank. 
From the clerk in one of 
them he obtained the information that 
a man answering to the description of 
the missing cashier had purchased a 
cloth cap of a distinctive pattern only 
a few moments after noon on the day 
that Goudie vanished. 
B y means of this d u e and a detailed 
report on Goudie’s appearance. Freest 
soon had every man connected with 
Scotland Yard searching for st he ale 
scotuUng cashier.

The 
man’s credulity is evident from the 
fact that he placed the money at odd* 
of 20 to I. which meant that he stood 
to win half a million pounds, or $‘J,-

evi ­ 
dence which forced lls* return of all 
hut a small amount of money which 
had been taken from the Bank of 
Liverpool 
and 
placed upon horses, 
which, save Iii ti single Instance, had 
no chance whatever to win
